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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

1 . Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification, drawings, and claims. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The word "means" in the newly submitted abstract should be deleted. 

3. Newly submitted claims 10-18 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the claims are 
directed to a low pressure mercury vapor lamp having two luminescent portions 
radiating in a different color. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 10-18 are withdrawn from consideration 
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as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

4. Claims 3-9 are allowed. 

Prosecution on the merits Is closed In accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat.
